Challenger Ploks Up Breese.

Bhamrock waa the first to find and
reapond to the now and welcome breeme.
Revitaliged, she was aweeping along now
with every Inch of her vast spread of
canvas bulging beneath its thrust as she
stood directly for the shining top of the
buoy. Resolute, far back In the pall of
hage that hung all day over the sea, had
not yet caught full advantage of the
fresh breexe, Here was presented prob-
ably the most strikingly beautiful pleture
of the day. The westering sun, cresplng
lower toward the herizon, glowed upon
the great billowy jib topealls, burnishing
the:n like gold.

A thousand feet higher it glinted upon
the bulwarks of the United States Navy's
dirigible C-10, which hovers midway
between the contestants,

At last the Resolute, too, caught the
lagrard breeze, freshening now momen-
tarlly, and heeled over gracefully, mak-
ing her obelsance to {t. But her parti-
sans noted that she was probably a Wile
or more astern of the Lipton “'aweet-
heart,”” and they realized that a stern
chase is a long chase. The Shamrock,
making a brave show, rounded the
mark at 4:26:3  Whistles and sirens
loosed their pandemonium of gratula-
tion, every American craft joining in
the steam paean as generoualy as though
it were In honor of the yacht wearing
thalr colors. To the surprise of some
aboard the preag boats Capt. Burton did
not immediately break out his big bal-
lodner for the run home, but tried out

Shamrock Fad Freak Sail.

That tolved one of the mysteries of
the first leg of the race. Almost
directly after cromsing the mtarting line
the Shamrock tried to break out her
bailoon JIb In stops, It twisted caught
In the stops, and after a hard =truggle
was taken In, Nobody then knew it
had been rent In the operation. It was
then that Skipper Burton had replaced
it with the remarkable new ftyps of
staysall which was the real nautical
sansation of the raee. Old yachtsmen
never had seen anything ke it. They
marvelled and tried to give it o name.
“It looks Hke a staysall lald on upsigs
down,” sald one contemptuously, Others
dubbed It the “lttle joker"” and the
“freak sali.," None had been more sur-
prised than they when they saw that
aypparsntly
“little joker sall' that was gradually
pushing tha green yacht shead of the
“white hope” and then Increasing the
lead throughout all the perlod of drift-
ing and hoping for a brecue,

But now homeward bound conditlons
called for the big ballooner and Hurton
broke It out for all It was worth, desplte
the graat hole as blg as a barrel, through
which much of the precious wind apliled
aft., Thes Ehamrock finully on the finish-
ing run broke out her splunaker also
and went winging it down toward the
lightahip like some huge bird with
piniona spread.

But the Resolute was getting the full
thrust of the wind now, and it waa fresh-
ening smartly. She made a prettier turn
of the marik than had the Britisher, and
scarcaly Had she gybed around It than out
cama her Ivory white ballooner llke a
full biown illy. It filled instantly and
the defender Aprang off down the home-
stretch In 0 way that Inspired new hope
in the hearts of her admircrs, who
refused to concede viclery to her ad-
varsary,

Bome rapid figuring was done now on
the decks of many eraft. The Shamrock
had rounded the mark nine minutes and
seven seconds in the load, the Reso-
lute baving crossed at 4:35:36. As the
Amariean yacht had a time allowance
of 7 minules 1 gecond, and as she had
crossed the starting line 38 asconds
after the SBhamrock, Burton for once

That was the dramatic situation that
brought everybody, measiek sufferer us
well ar hale old yachtsman, up standing
nad kept him alert during thé Iast hour
af the struggle, Could the Herreshoft
marvel do it, or had Capt. Burton's
suecess In the jockaying contest for the
lead and the advantage won for him
Apparently hy his “little joker' sall been
merely harbingera of the victory to
come?

As the Resolute swept around the turn
like a racehorse awinging Into the
steatch  avery vesssl |n the fleet bel-
lowsd ita good will ns blithely as steam
Whiastles and sirens can do {t. Then she
put after the challenger, hut It was a
fhamroek day, and the Lipton atar for
once was In the asoendant. Both eraft
wera running briskly now before a nine
knot breese and heading stralght for
the lightship where thay were to com-
plete the triangle elther in victory or
defeat for the day. Hope and suspenas
alternated in evary breast, according to
his sympathles. All the real thrills of
this remarkable race were compressed
within the final leg of ten miles, sall-
ing. and at no stage of that effort wan
it other than “anybody's race"” At times

Challenger Makea Rad Start.

Boome on the yachls wers to port
It was Impossible to clear Shamrock's
balloon jibtopeall and it had Lo be low-
ered with the jib, but befora the head-
salls were lowered the aplnnaker was
sot to port and guyed forward This,
of apurse, hurt tha yacht's progreas,
and very soon Regolute had overhauled
her, pagsed (o lesward and taken a
lead. This was seven minutes after the
start and the challenger's chances
looked gloomy.

Bhamrock paint up a No. 1 jibtopaall
and broke it out at 13;3 o'clock and soon
afterward took In the forestaysall and
set an odd shaped balloon Jib, 1t set on
a Jug on the mast several feet below
the forestay and on the jibstay on the
bowsprit and fllled In completely the
triangular snace of the forward triangle
balow the jibtopsall, but without sither
gall overlapping. It gave the wind play
between the salls and at once sh iwed its
worth.

The wind had fallen lighter. ¥ar to
the westward the amoke on the steamers
and flags on tha yachis showad that
thers wasa n nice westerly wind. and
three schoonera were salling with all
sails drawing well, and every one Inter-
ested In the mce hoped this breese
might work off shore. Mr. Burton evl-
dently saw it, because he held jhe Sham-
rovk high of her course.

The Shamrock was slapping in the
ocean rolle, and cach ‘time she hil she
glatted the wind out of her salla Crewa
on both yachts wers lo lseward to heel
them, Resolute took the rolls much more
easily than the challenger and succecded
In keeping her salls fairly full.

Both Yaehts Beealmed.

1he ocean looked like & checkerboard.
Calm apots were acatlered betwean ipols
mora darkly colored whore a litle alr
was blowing, but aloft there was a little
more wind, which was caught In the
club topsails and, of course, Shamroak
being higher In the alr was banefited.
Then the wind dled out altogether, and
for some minutes the yachts ware be-
calmed. About 1 o'clock It came again
from ths west and Shamrock, catching it
first, forged into the lead. After this
tor nearlly an hour they did little more
than drift, but Shamrock slowly but
sursly increased her lead until she was
about & third of a mile in front of Reso-
lute, Both yachts had salled west of the
course heading about south, and at 2
o'clock both Jibed booms T starboard.

This move placed Rasolute about a
third of & mile off the port quarier of
the Shamrock, but the Bhamrock, head-
ing higher, gradually overcame this, and
when the first mark-was seen she was
dead ahead of the defender.

As Shamrodk neared the mark thc bal-
loon jib was taken (n, brom gybed to
port and she turned the mark at 7,
having taken 3 hours 13 mimutes 10 seo-
onds to sall ten miles. Resolute carried
her balloon Jib tepaail right up to the
mark, took it In, gybed smartly, broke
out her fore staysall and sent up & Ne.
1 §ib topsall, the crew handling the sills
very quickly. Bhe passed the mark at
9:8%:41, having taken 3 houra 18 minutes

Shamroelk Breaks Out a Jib.

Shamrock broke out her jib and sent
up o small Jib topsail.

It is not the
American way and It looked odd, The
bodles of the man certalnly offered
windage but perhaps their welghts were
placed further outbonrd and offset the
winaage,

About 4 o'clock a light alr was sesn
south and between the two winds was
& fat oalm. Tt lasted only & short tima
and on Bhamrock the new wind was
seen. A regching jib topsall was sent
up In place of the gmall one, her boom
was gybed to port and she stood south
to moeet the new wind, Three minuies
later Resolute took In her Jib topsall,
sot a balloon Jib topsall, after she, too,
had gybed, and in o few minutes both
yachis wora bowling along as If thsy
had never been beoaimed at all. The
wind freshened and Bhamrock, well
heeled, moved very faat. She caught
the new wind befors Resolute and later,
when Resolute got It, she too palled
very fast, but soon aftepivard had to
lower her balloon and pend up a Neo. 1.
This, too, she currled for only a fow
minutes as the wind headed her.

At the second mark Shamrock gybed
her boom to port. §he turned the mark
ot 4:26:20, having taken 1 hour 53

/| minutes 1 second to sall the second ten

miles, Bhe broke out & splonaker tn
starboard and sel a balloon Jib topeail,
This sall had a big tear at the clew, but
the wind was pot of sufficlent strength
to mako It worse,

Resolute gybed ut the mark at
4:35:88, 8he hnd taken ! hours 2 min-
utes and 55 sesconds to sall the second
ten miles. and on (hls leg Bhamrock
had beaten Ler & mipnutes G4 seconds
nctunl time. Shamrock at this point
had the race won If she could malntain
her lead. [If the wind freshened Reso-
Jute would be favored, being the stern
bout. If It dropped In foroe Shamrock
would be favored. It was blowing about
t'n miles an hour when the yachts
turned, and to win Resolute had to gain
1 minute 28 seconds on the run In.

Could she do It? Although the yachts
woers far apart the Interest was intenee,
Bhamrock settled down about her busi-
ness to run home. She wng smothered
In eanvas and the crew waope gathered
nft to 1ft the bow and shorten the
water line

There was only one thing for Ekipper
Adams to do. He realized that under
ordinary conditions Resolute could not
outrun Shamrock. He had a chanc#
he could gain by salling the courss (n
two legs, that (s, salling half the dis-
tance on ons tack, then gybing and sall«
ing the other Half on the other tack. The
balloon jibtopsall was smartly sent up
and broken out, and with the wind over
the atarboard quarter the yacht headed

to Jeeward and has been very successful
when the wind s light, because a yacht
ean reach faster than she can run dead
bafore the wind, and although on the
two tacks she has to sall a longer dis-
tance the extra speed more than makes
up for the additional distance aalled.

The wind wape not dead aft, and Sham-
rock was heading to the sastward of the
course. Once sha ran Into a eoft spot,
but soon pulled through, At §:20 o'¢lock
the torn balloon jibtopsall was taken In
ond a No. 1 jibtopsall and a forestaysail
pet In Ite place. Than the spinnaker wan
taken In, the boom gybed to starbohrd
und the yacht hauled up for the finish-
ing line, now not {ar away. At this time
Rasolute, far to the eastward, aleo
gybed, and she, on a port reach, headed
for the line.
